CHAPTER 509. 
AN ACT to create section 941m of the statutes, relating to the 

power of towns and villages to borrow money. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to 

read: Section 941m. The board of any town or village may 
borrow money to pay the ordinary expenses of the town or vil-
lage, not exceeding thirty per cent of the tax levy for the same 
purposes the preceding year. Orders may be issued therefor, 
in the manner provided by law, on the treasurer of such town or 
village, bearing interest not exceeding the legal rate per annum 
and payable not later than the first day of March next succeed-
ing. No such loan shall be made unless authorized by a vote of 
at least three-fourths of all members.of the town or village board 
at a regular meeting thereof. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
